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Economic Highlight! 

"The relatively low proportion of front-line 
power In the U. S. military forces is attracting more 
and more attention," says an article in U. S. News & 
World Report. "Congress is on the warpath over it. 
Congressmen want to know why more divisions can- 
not be made up of messengers, chauffeurs who drive 
generals, coal showlcrs, men in service units of one 
kind or another. Members of Congress . . . are be- 
ginning to ask whether the armed services are wasting 
man power while demanding more of it." 

The crux of the problem can be expressed with 
a simple set of figures. In the Soviet army, there are 
nine men in supporting jobs "for 'every 10 men in 
combat divisions. In the American army, by contrast, 
2G men are now used in support units for each 10 
men in combat divisions. Proportionately, in other 
words, the Russians have a lot more gun-carriers than 
we have. 

Military men have an answer for this, Russia's 
supply routes are far shorter than ours. Sercetary 
Marshall has said, "Our greatest drain is in thase long 
hauls we are* involved in. and the fact that all our 
policy is built on fighting outside this co.untry . . . 
The Soviets have nothing like that at all." This is a 
geographical fact about which nothing can be done. 

Moreover, there are certiin great differences 
between the U. S. and Soviet forces which explain, 
to some extent at least, the heavy disparity in the 
relationship of service troops to fighting troops. For 
one thing, our forces employ much more complex 
mechanical equipment, which naturally requires a 
great many men to maintain and repair it. 

Too, by comparison with the Russian soldier, 
the American soldier is much better cared for, and 
lives a much more comfortable life. U. S. authorities 
have been informed, according to U. S. News, that 
casualty and personnel records are not kept for Rus- 
sian soldiers below the rank of captain. When one is 



killed or wounded, that is the end of the matter, and 
the family never learns what happened from the 
government. By our standards, the Russian medical 
service is cruel and primitive. Apparently the serious- 
ly sick and wounded arc simply regarded as a need- 
less drain on the army and are left to die. The 
American army's record In this respect has been 
magnificent. The most strenuous efforts are given to 
rescuing those who are Incapacitated, ond 98,5 per 
cent of all who reach hospitals live/ -x 

So It goes, down a long list of differences. Even 
so, says U. S. News, "The upshot of it is likely to be 
that Congress will tell the generals they must squeeze 
more front-line troops from the man power they al- 
ready have and the man power they expect to get." 

This problem, of course, is just one phase of 
the general military man power problem. The present 
pool of draft eligibles will be pretty close to dry 
before very long. The army wants authority to draft 
18-year olds, but Congress, apparently disturbed by 
letters from the Constituents, is chary of this. It also 
doesn't want to take veterans, even those of very short 
service. It wants man 4-F's to be inducted-— but here 
the army is opposed. The Reserves are complaining of 
unfair treatment and discrimination, and this too has 
awakened Congressional interest and sympathy. A 
firm solution to the man power Issue — Industrial as 

well as military— seems to lie well in the future.

You make it nearer where you 
use it, and with less long distant transporting line 
losses. 

And navigation — there is not much of same on 
a river frozen for months on end. If wars could be 
held only during warm weather, then navigation 
might be a defense argument, but that would take a 
mutual agreement with the enemy. It might be hard 
to arrange. And as to this friendly gesure to Canada 
affair — Canada is not mad at us, we are not mad at 
Canada. But getting into a partnership arrangement 
and building jointly owned dams and power stations 
could, easy as pie, beget an argument. 

Instead of a St. Lawrence dam being a "defense 
bulwark" to preserve world democracy, it is, if you 
look under the covers, just plain every day Social- 
ism — dolled up in "defense" regalia — and that is not 
square shootin', folks.

POISONOUS PLANTS 

THREAT TO STOCK 

Poisonous plants caust American 
livestock reisers many million dollars 
In death losses and sickness each 
year. 

Trouble of this type Is more apt 
to occur among ■ young animals —

Plants cause many livestock losses. 

among those subjected to poor past- 
ures, or livestock that has been 
moved to new pasturage. 

Most state colleges supply good 
bulletins which help owners identify 
the common poisonous plants of their 
region. Or, any veterinarian will give 
Information on seasonal poison plant 
hazards. 

Many of the noxious plants such as 



young cockloburs, jlmson wetcla, 
nightshade, larkspur or young hemp 
contain specific poisons. Another 
largi- group of growing forage of the 
sorghum family such as Sudan or 
arrow grass and cane may contain 
prusslc acid, especially If frozen, 
stunted or wilted. Other plants sen- 
sltlzo animals to the rays of sunlight, 
causing serious skin trouble or swol- 
len heads. 

One groat danger Is that spotty 
animal losses may bo ascribed to 
poison p!ants when the true cause Is 
some contagion ll!:o blackleg or an- 
thrax. When doubt as to cause ex- 
ists, skilled consultation should be 
sought at once. 

If a livestock owner suspects that 
a pasture may contain poisonous 
forage, he can cut down his risk by 
nllowlng one of his least valuable 
animals to graze there. 

If the animal Is unaffected after 10 
days or two wcelu, the pasture 
probably Is safe. But as a double 
check, "the owner should keep close 
watch on tho animals. He should also 
keep antidotes on hands which he 
can give as first aid beforo the 
veterinarian arrives.
